ried at half fare, and under that age 
tree, and that 150 pounds of baggage 
shall be carried from adults and sev­ 
enty-five pounds for children.

The senate advanced to third read 
ing a bill by Mr. Thomas of Lawton, 


which follows closely the Kansas law 
and is intended to preserve the purity 
of water in the stream s of the state. 
The bill as passed gives the state 
health departm ent authority to in­ 
spect waters of all stream s or water 
companies upon complaint and re­ 
port analysis and to prohibit any 
individual 
or 
private 
corporation 
from polluting any stream. A section 
of the orignal bill, however, which 
authorized the state health commis­ 
sioner to order a city sewerage sys­ 
tem changed if It was found that the 
sewerage discharged into any stream 
was polluting the Abaters, was strick­ 
en out by an amendment by Senator 
Fggerman. Those who opposed this 
section thought that it centralized 
too much power in the hands of the 
health commissioner and would give 
him power to practically cause the 
abandonment of any existing sewer­ 
age system. As amended the bill ap­ 
plies only to sewerage systems here­ 
after constructed. 
The senate passed finally without 
a dissenting vote the Wynne, Coffee 
and Williams bill, creating a state 
board of education and giving it di­

held prisoners by him, has been no­ 
tified, it is said, that he is sheriff 
of Swanson county with full powers. 
Brashears is the only one of the 
county officers wno refu ed to move 
to Snyder when the commissioners 
declared it the county seat, and is 
the only officer who refused to give 
up his authority when the first rul­ 
ing of the attorney general was made 
public. 
The records of Swanson county are 
at Snyder, with the exception of those 
belonging to foe sheriff’s office.
